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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art of Seigmund was used to teach the 
use of etchable tubes, which are removed after fusing. The prior art of Seigmund was not used to teach the sizing of tubes used. The 
prior art of Seigmund was also not used to teach the drawing of the preform, especially since the prior art of Berkey et al. already 
dislcoses the drawing of the preform to form a holey fiber. Claims 18 and 31 do not recite the limitation of the size of the tubes used, just 
mearly the removal of tubes, which Seigmund clearly teaches . 
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
